BERLIN, May 13.—Travelers arriv- 
fmg from the Polish border bring re- 
ports that Marshall Pilsudski, who 
#*tarted a military revolt ‘yesterday 
against the Government and advanced 
fnto Warsaw with troops; succeeded 
this afternoon in capturing the Presi- 
dential Palace and arresting President 

Wojciechowski on suspicion. 

As is reported to be organizing tne] 
army, with Generals Haller and 
@ikorsii as leaders, to recapture the 
Government control. 

It is estimated that 200 were killed 
in street fighting’in Warsaw. 

According to a private telegram re- 
ceived previously here, insurrectionary 
troops under the command of Marshal 
Pilsudski were then in control of all of 
‘Warsaw save the Presidential Palace, 
to which President Wojciechowski 
and the Cabinet Ministers had retired 
and which was defended by two regi- 
ments. of loyal Government troops. 

Fighting continued in the streets of 
the capital and there was a heavy 
easualty list. The. Pilsudski factions 
were in possession of all branches of 
the Administration, including the tele- 
phone and telegraph service in War- 
saw itself. deci 

The telegram was received by an 
American banker. The message also 
jetated that Pilsudski was carrying on 
negotiations with the President of the 
Republic, but had refused to treat 
with Premier Witos and his associates. 

Marshal Pilsudski apparently is de- 
manding full command of the army and 
the retirement of the newly formed 
Witos Cabinet as the sine qua non for 
the restoration of the constitutional 
régime. On the extent to which he will 
be supported by the army and outside 
@apital seems to hinge the outcome of 
the uprising. * *

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Birds Tarry Here Awaiting 
Warmer Days for Flight North 


Thrushes and catbirds, robins and 
bluebitds, golden-winged woodpeck- 
ers and a score of varied war- 
blers are tarrying now in the New 
York Botanical Gardens awaiting 
more pleasant weather to continue 
their migrations northward. 

The warblers particularly are 
much in evidence, and, according to 
Robert 8. Williams, ornithologist, 
are arriving daily. They are small, 
about the size of a canary, with 
bills slenderer than:a sparrow’s, 
and possess a wide range of colors, 
combining black and white 4ith 
yellow, blue and red, the males, as 
usual, being brighter-hued than the 
‘females, although they are only 
slightly larger. Their song is not 
fine, they can sound only two or 
three notes, but it is cheerful and 
they make a merry din, especially 
early in the morning. They are-mov- 
ing constantly, sounding their notes 
on the wing. They are f mostly 
around ponds and on er banks 
where the bushes are rather thick.

Baldwin Demands Workers Be

LONDON, May 13.—Those who be- 
lieved that the collapse of the general 
strike would mean an immeédiate re- 
turn to every-day conditions had a 
rude awakening today. Throughout 
Britain ¢verything is still askew. It 
will be many days, weeks maybe, be- 
fore the railways, for instance, are in 
normal running order. 

Omnibus service is still topsy-turvy. 
The newspapers are still publishing 
ludicrously small sheets or élse not 
publishing at all. Street cars, in Lon- 
don at least, are nowhere to be seen. 
Britons are learning that it is easy to 
stop a complicated industrial system, 
but quite another matter to start it 
again. Only the taxicabs are operating 
today exactly as before the strike 
blighted traffic. They reappeared as 
suddenly as they vanished last week 
-and were in tremendous demand, since 
many persons who otherwise woultl 
have patronized street cars could not 
find any, and if they turned to buses 
found the latter so infrequent and 
overcrowded that they. resolved to 
spend more and insure themselves a 
rapid and comfortable though expen- 
sive ride. 

Volunteers Rut Buses. 


There were more omnibuses out to- 
day than on any day since the begin- 
ning of the strike. But the service 
still left much to be desired. Volun- 
teer drivers and conductors were still 
running. the. buses.. And still distin- 
guishing themselves in many cases 
rather by zeal than. by skill. It is 
amazing how few accidents’ there have 
been in the London streets. during 
these days when amateur drivers have 
been out in hundreds, 7 

Many buses still preserve. the amus-. 
ing strike time inscriptions chalked on 
them. One driven by a’ man ih’a 
Scotch tam o’ shanter is labeled “‘The 
Flying Scotchman,” in allusion to the 
famous lLondon-Edinburgh express

KINGS BAY, Spitzbergen, May 18.— 
Now comes the hardest part of our 
polar expedition—telling about it. I 
only wish I could make our experiences 
as vivid on paper as they arein my 
mind. 

Is is difficult for me to realize, as I 
sit snugly warm in my cabin on the 
good ship Chantier, that just a few 
hours: ago Bennett and I were on our 
great adventure, flying over the white 
waste of the polar sea, aiming at the 
goal that had lured men for hundreds 
of years to death, and which had been 
reached by only one man, and then 
after a lifetime of struggle. 

Yet I cannot féel puffed up or very 
enthusiastic about our _personal 
achievement in flying over’ the. Pole. 
Tt was not so difficult to do. My en- 
thusiasm is rather for aviation. 

What a marvelous thing the airplane 
is, to traverse in sixteen hours thou- 
sands of square miles of area, barren, 
bleak, and almost inaccessible by foot. 

Enthusiastic Over Bennett. 

And from our flight altitude of sev- 
eral thousand feet we were seeing in 
these few hours tens of thousands of 
‘square miles’ of ice and snow.. 

But my enthusiasm, too, fs for my 
shipmate, Bentiett. He is the man: who,

Initial Obstacles Overcome. 

The obstacles when. we reached here 
about 4 P, M. on Apfil 29 seemed in- 
surmountable. The Norwegian gun- 
boat Heimdal was alongside the only 
available dock,’ taking on coal so as to 
be prepared for any emergency in re- 
lation to the Norge’s trip to Kings 
Bay.

Last Message Reported as Coming From 
Airship Was Heard at St. Paul Island 
at 4:50 A. M. Yesterday. 








NO WORD AT NOME FROM TUNSPLAR CIT 


Slower Speed May Account for Her Delay—None 
of the Messages Reported as From Her 
Gave Indication of Her Position. 








No authentic news from the dirigible airship Norge of 
the Amundsen-Ellesworth-Nobile polar expedition, flying from 
Kings Bay, Spitzbergen, via the North Pole to Nome, Alaska, 
had been received last night up to midnight, New York Time. 

Earlier in the day naval radio stations in Alaska and in 
Behring Sea reported having heard signals on Wednesday 
night and during the early. hours of Thursday morning, which 
might have come from the: Airship, but these did not form a 
connected message, nor did they give the position of the Norge. 

The words “Norge—bound—Nome—Alaska—please” were 
heard by the United States*Naval Radio Station at St. Paul 
Island, which is-in the Pribilof Islands in the Bering Sea, about 
600’ miles southwest of Nome. The message was then smoth- 
ered by interference from the Alaska Canneries Station. 


Signals May Not Have Come From Norge. 


Those five words were heard on St. Paul Island at 4:50 
o’clock yesterday morning, New York Daylight Saving Time. 
It is. possible, however, that these signals did not come from 
the Norge but were part of an attempt to reach her by one of 
the many Alaskan and Canadian wireless stations attemptin, 
to communicate with the airship. — 

Other reports of reception of signals supposed to be from 
the Norge came from the stations at Seward, on the southern 
coast of Alaska, 600 miles southeast of Nome, and from Hinch- 
inbrook, which is not far from Seward. 

Stations at Nome and elsewhere in Northern Alaska, which 
might be expected to hear first from the Norge, heard no sig- 
nals from the big dirigible. The freaks of radio, however, are 
such that it would be no novelty if several distant stations did 
receive the Norge’s signals, while the nearer ones failed. Hawaii, 


_| for instance, has received signals from the revenue cutter Bear 


off Point Barrow when Alaskan stations heard nothing. 

“If the five words reported did come from the Norge, they do 
not establish her position. The big airship might have been far 
out in the undiscovered region north of Alaska, or might have 
been close to the Alaskan coast and within a few hundred miles 
of ‘her destination, Nome. In the nineteen hours that have 
elapsed from the reception of the doubtful signals at 4:50 
o’clock yesterday morning [New York Daylight Saving Time] 
and midnight, the Norge, at her ordinary travel rate of fifty 
miles an hour, would have covered 950 miles. . 


_ No Further Signals Reported. 


Although theoretically 950 miles nearer Nome than when 


| the signals were received, the Alaskan stations reported no 


further signals from the Norge, after the doubtful ones: of 
yesterday morning. Alaskan stations sought continuously to 
communicate with the Norge, but failed to receive replies. 

The report of signals from the Norge at 4:50 o’clock yes- 


: terday morning, followed by nineteen hours of silence, can pe 


interpreted in various ways. The fact may be that the Norge 
was still far away in the central Arctic, completing the expe- 
dition’s hunt for land or its work.of mapping land. The one 
fragment of a message might have traveled through a momen- 
tary hole in the wall of static. At the time of sending, the 
Norge might have had a twenty-four or thirty-hour journey - 
to Nome and might not yet have found a repetition of this brief 
clear “interval in the ether. The Norge’s transmitting appa- 
ratus might be out of action.. The possibilities in every way

Message May Have Been for the Norge. 


There seemed to be substantial ground for the theory that 
instead of the five broken words picked up by the St. Paul 
Station coming from the Norge they might have formed part 
of a request addressed to the Norge, in the fact that: at the 
hour. mentioned the Government wireless stations in North- 
ern Canada were attempting, at the request of THE TIMEs, 
to get into communication with the airship. An inquiry was 
therefore telegraphed to Lieut. Commander Kirk as to whether 
it was not probable that the words heard were addressed * 
the Norge rather than coming from her. 

The Commander's reply, received at 10:40 o’clock last 
night, read:

Paul reaffirms that part of message quoted was received from the 
Norge at the time mentioned.

| Various Versions of Doubtful Message. 


Various versions of the incomplete message heard by the 
Alaskan stations got into print here in the course of yesterday. 
One message filled out as follows: 

Airship Norge bound Nome, Alaska. 
hears us. 

The second version, published later in the afternoon, gave 
the message as reading: 

Airship Norge bound. Nome, Alaska. Please stop any interference 

by cannery stations. 

This was some time after Lieut. Commander Kirk’s radio 
message to THE TIMES had been received.. The fact is that 
“Airship—Norge—bound—Alaska—please’ were the only 
words which the radio operators at the St. Paul and other sta- 
tions thought they got from the Norge... The real message and 
the explanatory note were apparently welded into one some- 
where in Alaska by some one trying to read a meaning into|T 
a somewhat unintelligible set of words. 

“Report of Sighting Not Verified. 


Another wireless report emanating from Alaska that the 
Norge was sighted off Point Barrow at approximately 2 o’clock 
yesterday morning, New York. Daylight Time, was not veri- 
fied last night. If the report should prove true, the Norge is long 
overdue at Nome. The distance from Point Barrow to Nome. by 
direct line is about 550 miles. Following the coast almost due 
west from Barrow and then almost due south across Kotzebue 
Sound and Seward Peninsula to Nome, the distance is about 
750 miles. 

The Norge would probably be compelled. to choose the: 
eoast route, because the direct route would cross the Brook 
(Endicott) range of mountains, which rise 6,000 feet or more 
in height. It is doubtful if the Norge at the end of her journey | board 
could make that elevation, and Amundsen would probably pre- 
fer the coast route.

Long Overdue at Nome. 

Even should he have done so, however, he would still be 
long overdue at Nome. If the Norge passed Point Barrow at 
2 A. M. yesterday morning, she would have used twenty-two 
hours by midnight on the route from Point Barrow to Nome.

The Associated Press received a message from Cordova, 
Alaska, last night, saying that “Airship Norge bound Nome, 
Alaska, please,” was heard there. This dispatch reported also 
that at about 8 o’clock yesterday morning the St. Paul station 
in Bering Sea heard the. Norge ask, “Does any one hear us?” 
The Norge was then reported as trying to raise a station in 
Siberia and later as calling Nome. Attempts at Cordova and 
St, Paul to communicate with the Norge, however, failed. 

With the air full of signals from transmitting stations 
trying to reach the Norge, however, considerable likelihood ex- 
ists, according to wireless experts, that the reports of frag- 
mentary phrases from the airship have originated from the 
reception of stations trying to reach the Norge, rather than 
the reception of signals direct from the expedition.

In Eleven-Hour Flight From Lake- 
hurst. Soars Over the Ocean 
“for Eight ‘Hours. 





The Los Angeles, the Navy Depart- 
'ment’s big dirigible, made an extended 
flight of eleven‘hours from her hangar 
at Lakehurst, N. J., yesterday, passing 
over New York and Brooklyn, while 
hundreds of thousands of workers left 
their tasks to gaze.at the monster of 
the skies, 

Almost double the size/of the Norge, 
the Los Angeles, though no stranger 
to New Yorkers; caused almost as 
much excitement as on her first trip 
over the city. ~ 

The: airship. was sighted. coming in 
from over the’ gea about 1:30 in the 
afternoon. She had then been flying 
four hours, most of the time over the 
ocean in ofder that techniciang aboard 
could complete various tests in. the 
handling of the dirigible. 

No official announcement of her com- 
ing had been made, but news of her

Ralph Ward, brother of the missing 
Man, still believes that he was kid- 
mapped and is being held for ransom 
by friends of Clarence Peters, whom 
Walter Ward shot and killed three 
years ago, because, he alleged, Peters 
tried to blackmail him. The police do 
mot think that Ward met with foul 
play. Both in Trenton and here they 
regard his disappearance as having 
been prompted by personal reasons.

State’s Attorney Rehn made it plain, 
however, that he saw no possibility 
of combining the two investigations.

By Wireless to THs New Yorx Tins, 
BERLIN, May 13.--Dr. Otto Geasler, 
recently Minister. of War, waa invited 
hy President Hindenburg this -norn- 
ing te undertake the task of building 
@ new coalition’ Government of the 
same political parties represented in 
the Luther eabinet which fell yester- 
day. 

The President took this step after 
Dr. Luther had visited the Presiden- 
tiel palace twice asking to be re- 
lieved immediately of all duties as 
Acting Chancellor and had assured 
President Hindenburg that he would 
not make another attempt to form a 
cabinet, both because yesterday's 
Reichstag actién was directed against 
him and also because he desired a long 
period of rest from political burdens, 

Dr. Gessler asked to be permitted to 
delay his decision on the President’s 
reque&t until’ tomorrow at noon, in 
order to have time to discuss unof- 
figially with the various party leaders 
his ehances of success, 

Considering that, the present issues 
before the Reich, namely, the settle- 
ment of the ex-German ruling families’ 
claims, the flag question on whcib the 
Luther Government’ fell, and the valor- 
igation of pre-inflation bonds, mort- 
gages and savings, which have 
widened the gap between the parties 
more than ever, the task facing Dr. 
Gessler is the biggest possible, 3 

Added to this, the War Minister, who 
is a Democrat, is unpopular with his 
own party, both on account of his 
failure to use drastic measures against 
the old imperial generals for having 
teviewed the Reichswehr troops at 
events commemorating the virtues and 
deeds of the Royalists, and having 
called these national soldiers troops of 
His Majesty Withelm I.; and also his 
apparent tolerance of moves on the 
part of his native State, Bavaria, to 
usurp autonomous rights to the extent 
o. establishing a State monarchy with 
the aid of the Reichswehr troops. . 

Dr. Gessler, as head of the Govern- 
ment, with Marshal Hindenburg, 
President, and General von Seeckt as 
Commander-in-Chief of the army,

Ex- 
cept for the plea of Spain for a per- 
Manent seat the discus#ions which 
occurred after the session resumed to- 
day were hesitant and academic. 

There may be a reason for this. In 
fact President Motta, despite the plea 
of Lord Cecil to the contrary, asked 
that the discussion on the ultimate 

* number of seats in the Council be kept 
in a general vejn, and that the cases 
of the four claimants for permanent 
seats be considered only after the com- 
mission had decided the number for 
the reorganized Council. 

The proposition ‘seems to be this: 
Spain, Brazil, Poland and China jare 
asking for permanent seats. Brazil, 
Poland and China. will not get them. 
and their case ends there. There is a 
wery faint hope that Spain’s wishes 
will be fulfilled, but Spain’s case does 
mot end there. 

Spain threatens to leave the League 
if her request is not granted, and that 
creates an\extremely serious situation 
for the League of Nations. There are 
many people who say that Spain will 
not endanger herself by quitting the 
League, but there are several Govern- 
ments represented on the Council com- 
mission who take the threat seriously, 
and their representatives are lying 
‘awake nights trying to find a.solution. 


Tragedy in Spain’s Case. 

These countries ask if there is any 
advantage in getting Germany in if 
Spain goes out. Mest people reply 
*ves,” but at the same time as long 
as there are several Governments who 
think the contrary the situation exists. 

Spain and certain of her friends 
want her claims considered immedi- 
ately.

SEEKS TO CUT ACCIDENTS. 


Secretary Davis Calis Conference of 
Governors and Industrial Bodies. 


WASHINGTON, May 13 (&.—Secre- 
tary of Labor Davis has called an in- 
dustrial accident prevention conference 
to meet here for three days, beginning 
July 14, and has invited State Gover- 
nors or their representatives and in- 
dustrial and insurance organizations 
to send delegates. 

The Secretary declared today a con- 
servative estimate had placed deaths 
from accidents in industry at more 
than 23,000 a year, with non-fatal “in- 
juries at 2,500,000; aggregate time lost 
at. 227,169,970 days, and wages lost at 
a billion dollars. 

He added that fully 85 per cent. of 
industrial accidents were preventa- 
ble, and that:cooperation of all States 
and accident-reporting organizations 
would be sought ‘‘to the end that at- 
tention may be called not in general 
terms but by’ specific plans for the 
more general adoption of safety meth- 
ods, which have been so successful 
in a few instances,’”’ 


PREPARE PLANE FOR FLIGHT 


Argentinians Will Attempt Trip. to 
r Buenos Aires Soon. 


The hydroplane in which two Argen- 
tine aviators and a mechanic will 
attempt to fly from New York to 
Buenos Aires was safely berthed yes- 
terday at Miller Field, Staten Island. 
The aviators, who arrived Wednes- 
day on the TItalia-America Liner 
Colombo from Genoa, are Bernardo 
Dugan and Captain Eduardo Olivero. 
The mechanic is Lieutenant Ernesto 
Campanelli, who‘ was with Colonel de 
Pinedo on his flight to the Philippines. 

At Miller Field it was said yesterday 
that the work of reassembling the 
Italian plane would begin today. The 
airmen. will make several trial flights 
over the Staten Island field in a few 
days. The start of the long trip is 
scheduled for two weeks hence. 


ASK SOVIET TO FREE EDITOR. 


Japanese Intercede for Tokio Man 
Held as Alleged Spy. 
TOKIO, May 13 (#).—Thé Foreign Of- 
fice today cabled to Moscow for the 
release of Hideichi Noyori, editor of 
the magazine Industrial World, who 
was arrested by Sovi8t police on the 
Siberian-Chinese border on charges of 

being a military spy. 

Noyori was taken at Manchuli, where 
the Chinese Eastern Railway crosses 
the Chinese frontier into Siberia, and 
is said to have had Japanese maps in 
his possession. 

Noyori, one of the most prominent 
Buddhist in Japan, lectured in the 
United States last year while on his 
way from Japan to Moscow. 


Say Zinovieff Exiled Sister. 

JERUSALEM, May 13 (Jewish Tele- 
graphic Agency).—Gregory Zinovieff, 
Chairman of the Third International, 
instigated a complaint against his sis- 
ter for her Zionist activities, which re- 
sulted in her exile from the Soviet Re- 
public, according to reports received 
here.

SEND PETITION TO COOLIDGE 


Chileans in Arica Deliver It to Ex- 
President Allessandri.- 
ARICA, Chile, May 13 (4).—Former 
President Arturo Alessandri of Chile, 
who is here on his way to New York, 
received from the heads of the Chilean 
patriotic societies today a petition ad- 

dressed to President Coolidge. 

It asks President Coolidge as arbi- 
trator, to take into account not only 
the policies of ,the Peruvian and 
Chilean Governments in settling the 
Tacna-Arica dispute. but also the 
rights of the population of the dis- 
puted area. 

Sefior Alessandri said he would en- 
deavor to see Mr. Coolidge and pre- 
sent the petition to him. He would 
also assure the President that any 
solution. outside the award would be 
impossible, owing to the fact that the 
entire Chilean. people favored carry- 
ing out.the plebiscite, and that no Gov- 
ernment would be able to remain in 
Office if it suggested otherwise.

The 
Great Western men who returned this 
morning were asked to sign the fol- 
lowing: 

‘You are hereby engaged on the. un- 
derstanding that you are not relieved 
of the consequences of having broken 
your service with the company.”’ 

This caused considerable dissatisfac-. 
tion, A high official of the company 
said that there was no attempt at 
“victimization, but that it was neces- 
gary for the men to understand that 
‘the present situation was of their own 
creation and that it was only possible 
to absorb men as work presented it~ 
self. " 
The situation, therefore, is that the 
railway service is likely to remain in 
skeleton -form for son‘c days. Other- 
wise the return to normal has; been 
rapid. Large numbers of strikers re- 
turned to the factories this morning 
and most of the big works are already 
back at their full strength.

MANCHESTER, May 13.—There are 
mo signs: of an’ end to the newspaper 
strike here. The newspaper offices are 
still being picketed and the prospects 
for publication tomorrow are uncer- 
tain. : 

The Manchester tramcars are run- 
ning, but in ‘the adjoining districts the 
tramway men refused to return unless 
ali of them were re-engaged at once, 
and those who were not wanted for 
immediate work were paid full rates 
for standing idle. The railway com- 
panies are continuing emergency ser- 
‘vices and no material alterations have 
been announced for tomorrow. 

“Many engineers ‘and other ‘workers 
applied for re-employment today, but 
the disorganization caused by the 
atrike is said to make it impossible to 
Te-engage all of them immediately. . 

The flour milling operatives have not 
yet returned and volunteers are still 

,carrying on. The employers state that 

“etrikers can only be taken back when 
‘there is work for them. 

“The latest messages from the Trades 
Union Congress leaders are declared 
to havé aggravated the.situation. 
.From Liverpool it is reported that 
the men in all the affected trades are

BALDWIN WILL FIGHT 
“OUTING OF WAGES 


Countenance Changes in Scales 
in Effect Before ‘the Strike.

LONDON, May 13.—‘‘I will not coun- 
tenance any attempt on the part of 
any employers to use the présent. oc- 
casion to get reductions in wages be- 
low those in force berore the strike 
began, or to get an iné¢rease in hours,” 
Stanley Baldwin said in the House of 
Commons tonight. 

The Prime Minister made this state- 
ment in reply to Ramsay MacDonald, 
who. declared that certain employers 
seemed determined to embark on a 
polidy of victimization. ‘ 

The Labor leader contrasted the ap- 
peal made by Mr. Baldwin on the pre- 
vious day to forget. bitterness and re- 
store peace with statements in the 
official British Gazette this morning 
about the conditions on which the men 
would be allowed to return to work. 

‘Let there be no mistake,"’ said Mr. 
MacDonald, ‘‘that the strike which 
has terminated was purely an indus- 
trial struggle. Those responsible for 
calling that strike said before it was 
begun and while it was on that the 
moment that certain industrial se- 
curities. came over the horizon they 
would be satisfied and declare peace. 
That has -hhappened. What has been 
the response? Contracts have been 
broken and bad temper has been 
roused, and at the moment of peace 
the most optimistic of us feel that 
peace is only to pe a white sepulchre. 
Conditions have been imposed on the 
— who presented themselves for 
work. 


Says More Men Are Out. 


“I am informed that there are more 
men out today than there were yester- 


day, and that men have come out who 
went in, not because they want to 
hold up the community, but because 
they believe that the conditions the 
employers are attempting to impose are 
such as would make it im ible to 
continue any industry und 
conditions: I would ask whether ad- 
vantage cannot be taken of what has 
happered to establish good relations on 
broader and firmer foundations than 
we have known for a good many years 
in the industry of the country. 

“Threats are the last things I wish 
to use, but let there be no mistake 
about this, if there is any attempt to 
smash up the trade unions after the 
events of last, week and yesterday, and 
if any foolish person thinks he can 
scrape the faces of the trade unionists 
in the dyst, he is very much mistaken. 
We.are not going’ to crawl back, and 
we-are mot going to be treated as hu- 
man b withthe yoke of absolute 
subordination rivetted to our flesh.’ 

. Baldwin replied : 

"I am not one of those who ever ex- 
pected whenever the end of the great 
upset would come that it would or 
could yt gee itself out in a day. I 
always felt that the first few -days 
would ‘be by far the most difficult 
through which we would have to pass. 
The supreme necessity of the country 
ig that thé largest body of men pos- 
sible should be brought back to work 
at the earliest possible moment. I have 
always urged that the occasion calls 
neither. for malice, recrimination nor 
triumph... , 
“But whatever the intentions of those 
who brought out the men last week, it 
is a fact that, had the movement been 
wholly successful, it would have meant 
the complete cessation of the press and 
transport, and had the Government not 
been prepared there would have been 
in this great democratic country a con- 


ernment provided vital services, part- 
ly by men who stopped at work and 
partly by volunteers.

UNIONISM Is mt BEATEN 


—— Throughout. Britain. Are 
Told the Agreements Must 
Be Kept. . 


LONDON, May 13 (#.—The trades 
unions have no alternative but to re- 

sist to the utmost “‘any attémpt to im- 
' pose humiliating terms on the work- 
ers.” <A statement to this effect was 
issued by the Trades Union Congress 
today after a special meeting called to 
consider the failure of employers to re- 
engaged workers throughout the coun- 
try. . 
“Our resisting power.is unimpaired,” 
the statement says. ‘‘We cannot tol- 
erate the imposition of conditions de- 
signed to destroy trade ° unionism. 
Peace without vindictiveness is impos- 
aible unless the attacks are ended im- 
Mediately. The workers will not sur- 
vender their hard-earned gains.’’ 

The statement was interpreted by 
@lose followers of the situation as a 
. Girect warning to the employers and 
the Government that reported condi- 
tions on the question of reemployment 
Swould not be acceptable in any sense 
to the Trades Union Congress. The 
statement was taken'to intimate that 
if ‘the employers insisted on their 
stand the congress would be forced 
to offer resistance. 

“The Trades- Union Congress called 
eff the strike in full Confidence that 
the’ Premier meant what he said con- 
cerning conditions regarding the re- 
sumption of work and would use his 


influence so peace might be pre- 


served,’ the statement says. ‘‘Peace 
depends upon the attitude of the em- 
Ployers, who, according to reports 
throughout the country, are attempt- 
ing victimization. If one class of em- 
ployers think they can disrupt and 
degrade the trades unions, then the 
situation is grave indeed. The only 
solution is a peace honorably kept by 
both sides.” ° 

The statement declares that the 
ealling off of the general strike was 
no-indication of weakness on the part 
of labor and insists that if peace is to 
be: maintained Premier Baldwin must 
back up his public speeches—‘‘if nof, 
let there be no mistake—trade unionism 
will not stand idly by.” 

“Trade unionism is not beaten nal 
not broken, but was reinforced by. the 
absolute solidarity which the generai 
strike has revealed,” the statement 
says. ‘The whole, pirpose of Premier 
Baldwin's. to bring peace -will 
be: null : oid tf attacks on the 
trades unions do not cease.” 

The statement also addresses an ex- 
hortation to the railway men on roads 
which havé offered the men individual 
agreements. 

“Sign no individual agreements,” it 
says, ‘‘consult your own officials and 
follow their instruction.

Disorders in the East End of Lon- 
don, which have not yet ceased in 
spite of the ending of the general 
strike, have delayed the unloading of 
three vessels belonging to the Inter- 
national Mercantile Marine, according 
to cabled advices received yesterday 
at the company’s New York offices at 
1 Broadway. According to officials or 
the company, the boats are the Atlan- 
tic Transport liners Minnewaska, Min- 
nekahda and Minnetonka, all three of 
which sati between London and New 
York. 

The Minnetonka’s sailing; scheduled 
for l@st Saturday, was canceled a 
week ago when striking longshoremen 
balked the company’s efforts to un- 
load her cargo. The  Minnekahbda, 
scheduled to sail tomorrow, anchored 
in midstream until the strike was 
over. Then she steamed up to the 
King George V docks, where it was 
hoped she would be unloaded in time 
to sail not later than. Sunday. This 
is now believed to be improbable, The 
Minnewaska is not due to sail for a 
week. 

J. J. Winchester & Co., operators of 
the American Merchant Lines, report 
that the American Farmer, due to sail 
last Saturday, will probably sail. to- 
morrow. 

None of the other steamship lines 
report any difficulties.

Dr. Mansbridge Says [t Brought

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COOK SEES.‘MISTAKE 
IN CALLING OFF STRIKE| 


Union Leader Admits Samuels 
Formula Is a Good Basis But 
Doubts Acceptance by Miners. 


LONDON, May 13 (#).—“The Trades 
Union Congress made a fatal mistake 
in calling off the general strike,’ Sec- 
retary A. J. Cook of the Miners’ Fed- 
eration told The Associated oe 
today. 

“We knew nothing about their rea- 
sons. There was no weakening of the 
men. We have seen hundreds of tele- 
grams from all parts of the country to 
the effect. that the men refuse to re- 
sume work.”’ 

Asked whether he thought Sir Her- 
bert Samuel’s memorandum furnished 
a reasonable basis for reopening nego- 
tiations for settlement of the miners’ 
strike, Secretary Cook replied: 
“Frankly, my opinion is that it fur- 
nishes a very good basis. There is 
much in it that I thoroughly approve, 
and it contains many points for usefyl 
discussion; but I doubt whether the 
miners will accept it. 

“One can only forecast that-the min- 
ers, with their knowledge and. experi- 
ence of Sir Herbert, will accept no 
reduction in wages. What we want is 
a definite guarantee that the proposed 
changes in the organization of the 
mining industry shall actually be 
made and applied immediately. 

“As it is, the lockout still continues, 
and the only terms the men have be- 
fore them are terms applying to the 
various districts. We want a certainty 
that legislation in that regard will be 
framed within three months before we 
-consent to any wages\agreement, so 
we shall know that the Government’s 
intentions are genuine. Our pledges 
still stand and will be kept.” 

Mr. Cook announced that the meet- 


ing of miners’ delegates, scheduled to 
be held in London tomorrow, has been 
postponed ‘‘because there are no trains

SHANGHAI, April 14.—Recently a 
young Chinese who graduated with 
honors from colleges in America and 
Europe, and who is a keen supporter 
of the “recovery of national-rights’’ 
movement in China, remarked to me 
that the contemptuous attitude of for- 
eigners regarding political capacity of 
the Chinese is a principal cause of 
anti-foreign psychosis. 

“Tt makes us furious,” he gaid, ‘‘to 
hear. foreigners say, and to read con- 
tinually in the foreign language press, 
that we Chinese ‘are incapable of gov- 
erning our country properly. In the 
face of our history they deny us or- 
dinary political sense. They judge 
everything here by Western standards, 
and because we do not do things ex- 
actly as they are accustomed to, they | 
- tonsider us incapable,’”’ ‘ 
. That young man is typical of a class 

of Chinese (a fapidly growing one, 
too,) who demand forthright an uncon- 
ditional rendition of the foreign resi- 
dential concessions at Shanghai arid 
elsewhere. ‘ : 

“But,” I replied, ‘‘isn’t the principal 
obstacle to rendition of these Settle- 
ments a lack of faith among Chinese 
in the ability of Chinese to govern 
them well? Do you believe they can? 
Ponder that;. and unless without hesi- 
tation you can give an emphatic Yes 
to the question you should moderate 
your attitude on these issues." 

It is fairly plain to me that if Chi- 
nesé were anything liké unanimous in 
believing that Chinese could and would 
govern these Settlements as well as 
sch) eagle do, then it would be im- 
—— le to stave off rendition ve 
ong. What foreigners in China thi 
about it would then have little influ- 
ence in shaping the course of events. 

The foregoing is apropos of pending 
quéstions concerning the administra- 
tion of these Settlements. The imme- 
diate issue turns on admitting Chinese 
to the Municipal Council of the Inter- 
national Settlement. 

It will aid understanding to outline 
different positions and proposals. 


Several Plans Suggested. 


On. the Chinese ‘side there is, first, 
the absolute rendition party, which de- 
mands that foreign authority be un- 


conditionally abolished. Then there is 
@ party which advocates Chinese mem- 
bership on the Municipal Council in 
proportion to taxes paid by foreigners 
and Chinese. There is a party asking 
for equal representation on the Coun- 
cil. And there are a conservative class 
which would be content if Chinese got 
three seats on the Council to the for- 
eigners’ six. 
. There is no Chinese element which is 
content to have conditions remain as 
y are. Or, if any such Chinese do 
exist, they would not make their views 
public. 

On the side of the foreigners there ts, 
first, a standpat element bitterly op- 
posed to giving Chinese any part in 
Government of the Settlement.. How- 
ever, that element is losing ground; 
“while a majority of foreigners here pri- 
vately hold those opinions, neverthe- 
less most of them realize now that con- 
cessions must be made. Moderate for- 
eign attitude is expressed, probably, by 
the resolution which’ will be proposed 
at the annual rate payers meeting to 
be held this month, to elect two Chin- 

- ese members of the council. (The 
council is composed of nine foreign 

_ members.) <A considerable number of 
foreigners, especially missionaries and 
persons engaged in ‘‘uplift’’ work, fa- 
vor giving Chinese at least equal repre- 
sentation. Very few foreigners are in 
fayor~of unconditiona! rendition, al- 
though many believe that must be the 
eventual outcome. 

An effort was made a few years ago 
to compromise with Chinese on this is- 
sue by creating what was termed an 
advisory council. That advisory coun- 
cil was composed of Chinese elected 
by. a Chinese rate payers association. 
Although Chinese went into that plan 


to the extent of electing their mem-|' 


hers, the Advisory Council’s connection 
with administration of the Settlement 
‘was perfunctory, and in a short time 
intelligent Chinese realized that they 
‘were put in a position which seemed 
to give them representation, but with- 
out any real power.

Yet there are difficulties about a 
mixed ‘foreign and» Chinese Govern- 
ment. Harbin proyides a-current ex- 
ample, Under the latest treaty be- 
tween China and Soviet Russia the 
former Russian concéssion at Harbin 
is to be governed by a. joint: Chinese 
and foreign Municipal: Council. . Little 
by: little the “Chinese are usurping 
power. Controversies occur frequently. 
The latest is about language. Chinese 
insist that proceedings of the Council 
shall be conducted in the Chinese lan- 
‘guage exclusively. ‘Few foreigners can 
speak and understand Chinese, so to 
them the demand seems unreasonable. 
On ‘the other hard, Chinese say that 
not many of thém understand and 
speak foreign languages, and that it 
is ridiculous for public: affairs of a 
Chinese city to be conducted in for- 
eign languages. 

The outcome of that dispute cannot 
be foretold now. With Chinese on the 
Council. here’ the’ language question 
would certainly crop up. 

Previous attempts to introduce joint 
Chinese and foreign’ government: of 
cities in China have not heen very suc- 
cessful. ‘When Japan evacuated Shan- 
tung Province and Tsingtao was 
turned back to Chinese administration 
the treaty provided for foreign mem- 
bers of the Municipal Council. In the 
negotiations Chinese accepted that pro- 
viso. -But it has not been carried out, 
not especially because of Chirfese ob- 
jections, but because a majority of 
foreign Governments have not wanted 
that. In Tsingtao, where the Japa- 
nese population autnumbers: all other 
foreigners twenty to one, it is virtually 
certain that the foreign members of 
the Council would be Japanese. 


Government at Tsingtao they ap- 
proached the American and British 
Consuls privately, put the situation 
before them, and said if the foreign 
members were British and Americans 
the Chinese would be glad to have 
them,. but they were reluctant to ad- 
mit again the wedge of Japanese 
authority. Since American and British 
and other European residents at Tsing- 
tao preferred to live under exclusive 
Chinese jurisdiction rather than to re- 
vert to quasi-Japanese authority, the 
American and British Consuls thought 
it better to allow that treaty right to 
lapse. On their part the Japenese have 
not pressed the point, provably because 
of wider political considerations. 

In truth, there is much reason to 
doubt if Chinese residents of the In- 
ternational Settlement here and of 
the French Concession, at this time, 
would vote for unconditional rendition 
of these foreign areas to China. 

I should amend that statement at 
once. If a plebiscite of Chinese was 
held on this question, unless they were 
assured of an absolutely secret ballot, 
it is likely that'a majority of Chinese 
would vote for rendition. They would 
be intimidated by the extreme na- 
tionalists and by accusations of a lack 
of patriotism. 

When Chinesé actually do have faith 
in the competence of Chinese to gov- 
ern these Settlements well, nothing the 
foreigners here can do will prevent un- 
conditional rendition. As long as Chi- 
nese have those doubts it may be pos- 
sible to postpone rendition and to ap- 
proach the change by a graduated 
process in which foreign administra- 
tion will hold and exercise the real 
power for years to come.

Thorough Survey Will Be Made 
to Learn Needs, Says Wil- 
liam B. Roulstone.

a comprehensive survey of ‘Central 


Park; to determine its present defects 
and its needs, will soon be begun by 
the firm of Olmsted Brothers of 
Boston, successors of the historic firm 
of landscape ‘architects which origi- 
nally laid out the. park in 1857. 

This announcement was made last 
night by William B. Roulstone, Presi- 
dent. of the Central Park Association, 
at.a dinner given at the Hotel Astor 
to “inaugurate” the Chairmen and 
Vice Chairmen of the eighteen gates 
surrounding the park. Mr. Roulstone 
said that the Olmsted Brothers had 
been approached by the association, 
and had agreed to make the. survey 
for a “nominal sum.’’ The results of 
the investigation, with | concrete 
recommendations, will then be sub- 
mitted to Park Commissioner Francis 
D. Gallatin and the City Adminis- 
tration. ; 

‘We recognize that there is con- 
troversial ground,” Mr. Roulstone 
said, in the matter of playgrounds 
in Central Park; that regardless of 
our belief that traffic should be di- 
verted away from Central Park, there 
are many sensible people who believe 
that Fifth Avenue and Central Park 
West should be widened and the park’s 
sidewalks reduced; that there is no 
impropriety in the granting of permits 
for certain concessions in the parks; 
that there are two minds about the 
matter of fences in the parks; that 
there is a difference of opinion as to 
the peers of the wall surround- 
ing Central Park; that there is strong 
objection to the erection of any war 
memorial in the park; that there will 
probably be many minds as to the 
propriety of landscaping the Ninetieth 
Street entrance as an approach to a 
tablet and bust of the late Mayor 
Mitchel, to be placed against the east 
bank: of the upper reservoir.

CAMBRIDGE, Mass., May 13.—Dr. 
Richard P. Strong, Professor of Trop- 
ical Medicine, will sail from Boston 
Saturday on a scientific expedition to 


Africa, including Liberia, the republic’) 


on the west coast. Dr. Strong’ and 
seven associates propose, to make an 
investigation of African life, to ob- 
serve the effects of special drugs on 
sleeping sickness and other ills there 
and to study the diseases of animals 
‘and plants. The expedition will take 
about a year. It is expected that 


hitherto unknown diseases will be dis- 
covered, 

Dr. Strong will have as companions 
the following men, all of the Harvard 
Waculty: 

Dr. George ‘C. Shattuck, " Assistant 
Professor ot Tropical Medicine. He was 

associated with Dr. Strong in the Phil- 
ippines and Serbia and on their recent 
trip to the Amazon. 

~Dr. Joseph Bequaert, Assistant Pro- 
fessor of Entomology. He is familiar 
with investigations of tropical diseases 
and was a few years ago entomologist 
of the Belgian Commission on Sleep- 
ing Sickness, which: spent some time 
in Africa. 

Dr. Glover M. Allen, lecturer on zool- 
ogy. He is also Secretary of the Bds- 
ton Society of Natural History. Dr. 
Allen has been in British East Africa 
_and — familiar with the fauna of that 


Dr. Vax Theiler, instructor in trop- 
ical medicine. He attended the Lon- 
don School of Tropical Medicine and 
then came to this country and ac- 
cepted an appointment..at Harvard. 
He will be the bacteriologist of the 
ex tion. He is the. son of Sir 
Arnold Theller of South Africa. 

‘Loring Whitman will be the pho- 
tographer of the expedition. During 
his senior year in college he was 
Chairman of the photographic depart- 
ment of The Crimson, and he has bé- 
come an expert photographer of wild 
animals, insects, &c. 

David H. Linder, who will be the 
botanist and mycologist of the expedi- 
tion, has already carried on scientific 
work in Cuba and Guinea. 

Harold J. Coolidge Jr., ’27, who will 
be hunter and assistant zoologist. He 
is greatly interested in zoology, and 
spent last Summer studying the hab- 
its of bears on an island off Alaska. 
He subsequently made a notable report 
to the Smithsonian Institution. 

Each of these eight scientists will 
have about ‘thirty ers or bearers, 
who will carry the impedimenta. Thus 
the expedition will consist of about 300 


persons. - 

The scientists will land at Monrovia, 
the .capital of Liberia, and then pro- 
ceed th “the interior of that coun- 
try, ‘which is“ pfacti¢ally unexplored: 
No scientific expedition has ever been 
there.- After trekking across Liberia,| 
they will go on through the Belgian 
Congo, and emerge in British Mast 
Africa, probably at Mombasa. 

This expedition will be under the aus- 

ices of the Harvard Institute for 

ropical Biology and Medicine, which 
has recently been organized to consol- 


idate the activities of the university | 


in those branches.

About two-thirds of all aged persons 
are self-supporting, with one-sixth de- 
pendent for their support on, govern- 
mental or private agencies through 
military or civil pensions or various 
forms of relief, while the other ‘sixth 
are cared for by children, other rela- 
tives or friends. About,2 per cent. of 
the aged are in almshouses and a little 
more than 1 per cent. are in State in- 
stitutions for the insane.

Gordon Intimates That Money 
is Paid by Criminals to Have 
Evidence Suppressed.

Angered by Record Laid Against 
Prisoners, He Offers to Make an 
Inquiry to Expose Practice. 


Magistrate ‘Harry A. Gordon inti-

The Magistrate declared he did not 

intend in his remarks to reflect on the

‘ when Motorcycle Patrolman Western 
in arraigning Charles Neary, a one- 
time probationary patrolman, on a

Magistrate Grows Angry.

INDIANS ASK RULE BY CHIEFS 


Cattaraugus Delegation Will Request 
Washington to Permit Change. 
GOWANDA,.N. Y., May 13 (%.—In- 

dians of the Cattaraugus reservation 

wish-to return to government by chiefs 
instead of the present constitutional 


system, and a committee representing 
them is to ask the Great White Father 
at Washington, through the Indian 
Bureau, for permission to resume the 
ancient form of government. / 

At a meeting held recently, in the 
Community House at Iroquois, with an 
attendance of about 150, action looking 
to nullification of :the present system 
was approved by a two-thirds vote. 
The Indians then installed as princi- 
pal chiefs ,Harvey Nettle, Lewis 
Cooper, John White, Alfred Logan, 
Kelley Lay, Fred Red-Lye and Shee- 
man Warrior. 

The Six Nation Confederacy, of 
which George L. Thomas of the 
Onondaga reservation is the head 
chief, now recognizes this council as 
the_Seneca Government. 

The present form of government was 
effected at a convention of the whole 
people held at the Council House on 
the Cattaraugus reservation on Dec, 4, 
\1848, when government by chiefs was 
declared abolished, abrogated and an- 
nulled because “‘it had failed to answer 
the purposes for which all govern- 
ments should be created”’ and for other 
reasons set forth. 

It was decided then that the new 
government’ should have. legislative, 
executive and judiciary departments. 
The legislative power was vested in a 
council of eighteen members, called 
Councilors of the Seneca Nation. The 
power of making treaties was vested 
in the council, but no treaty was to be 
binding on the nation until submitted 
to the people and approved by a three- 
quarters vote of the legal voters and 
also by a three-quarters vote of the 
mothers of the nation. 

The executive power was vested in a 
President, whose duty it was to see 
that the laws were executed; and to 
recommend such measures as were 
deemed by him expedient. 

The judiciary’ powér was vested in 
six peace-makers, who were in effect 
judges, surrogates and magistrates of 
the nation. The other officers were a 
Clerk, Treasurer, Superintendent of, 
Schools, Overseers of the Poor, Asses- 
sors, Overseers of Highways, a Mar- 
shal and four Deputies.

House Committee Authorizes Resolu- 
tion for Memorial There to = /

WASHINGTON, May 13.—Opposition 
to the proposal for a Roosevelt Memo- 
rial in Potomaté Park, near the Lin- 
coln ‘Memorial and the Washington 
Monument, has become so great that 
the frignds of Colonel Roosevelt have 
temporarily abandoned their efforts to 
obtain the site there. 

This became known today when a 
movement was. started to erect a me- 

mori§f! to Thomas Jefferson in the 
neighborhood that Congress does not 
seem disposed to use in honoring 
Roosevelt. ‘The House“Library Com- 
mittee today authorized Representa- 
tive Bacon of New York to prepare a 
resolution for the Jefferson Memorial. 

The plans were discussed with Pres- 
ident Coolidge by the committee in 
charge of the celebration of the 150th 
anniversary of the Declaration of In- 
dependence. Incidentdl to this meet- 
ing, which was held in the East Room 
of the White House, it became known 
that the.committee had received a tel- 
egram from Paul M. Warburg in which 
he suggested that Thomas F. Ryan, 
Vice President Dawes and he himself 
each subscribe $100,000, which would 
complete ,the necessary fund to ‘pur 
chase Monticello. 

The use ~Library Committee’s 
action today followed the publication 
yesterday of a letter to Chairman Luce 
from Representative Boylan, Democrat, 
of New York, who declared that 
nation-wide resentment would be en- 
gendered by the erection of a monu- 
ment to Roosevelt when Jefferson went 
unhonored. 

“There seems little likelihood of 
favorable action being taken on the 
proposal of the Roosevelt Memorial 
Association about which you wrote 
us,“ Mr. Luce said in a reply today.

‘an aggressive American policy of over- 
seas investment in raw materials. He 
‘urged the international control of such 
roducts in the interest of world peace. 
- Bho principal speaker on the other side 
was Dr. Edwin E. Slosson, Director of 
Sciénce Service, who attacked the anti- 
————— **Professors’’ who have 

been speaking at the conference. 


Foresees Resistance Abroad. 


Dr. Earle said there was a tendency 
in this country by both Government 
and private business to develop sources 
‘of raw materials overseas and that an} 
aggressive policy.of such American 
investments was certain to meet re- 
sistance. 

*" It is essential,” he said, ‘‘that the 
international problem of raw materials 
be, judged as an economic rather than 
a political problem. The goal of na- 
tional self-sufficiency is tmpossible of 
achievement; it is a reversion to eigh- 
teenth century mercantilism, com- 
plicated and accentuated by the patho- 
Jogical nationalism of the |twentieth. 
International consortiums should be 
promoted for the exploitation of es- 
sential raw material supplies. It is 
encouraging, for example, that the oil 
resources of Mesopotamia are to be 


controlled by the nationals of four }; 


4 ers rather than the nationals of 
single power; thus the Turkish 
Petroleum Company may prove to be 
powerful factor in the political stab- 
i fitzation of the Near East. It is es- 
sential that there be some agreement 
concerning what constitutes interna-

Harold G. Moulton, director of',.the 
Institute of Economics at Washington, 
said that the primary cause of the 
persistent decline of the franc was the 
failure of France té balance her bud- 
get. The franc could not be stabilized, 
he declared, until domestic fiscal re- 
forms had been effected. He pointed 
out that the French budget still did 
not‘include all the items.of Govern- 
ment expenditure. 

Robert Lacoyr-Gayet,; financial at- 
taché of the French Embassy at 
Washington, said that the French set- 
tlement of her external debts and the 
balancing of the budget which he rep- 
resented as already accomplished, 
were regarded by his Government as 
first step toward definite restoration 
of French finances. He declared that 
French taxation was 28 per cent. or 
more than one-quarter of the national 
income in’ 1925. 


Calls Gold Standard Feasible. 
J. .A. M.. Desanchehe, expert on 
French finances for J: P. Morgan & 


Co., said that the real difficulty of the 
French Treasury was the French in- 
vestor’s loss of confidence in the credit 
of the State. 

“Thta it might be restored,’ he de- 
clared,, ‘is indicated by the fact that 
even now the pre-war 3 per cent. per- 
petual rente is selling on as low as a 
6.6 per cent. yield basis. _ 

“The stabilization of the franc on a 
gold basis seems to me quite feasible. 
France is a creditor on international 
account. The internal debt at present 
exchange levels is manageable. The 
Treasury deficit, although large, gould 
be cared for without risk of further 
inflation. The gold reserves of the 
Bank of France are ample cover for 
present circulation and deposit liabili 
ties on a gold basis. In fact, all of th 
factors to be considered are favorable 
'to a return to the gold standard.” 

Herbert C. Pell. Jr., former Demo- 
cratic State Chairman for New York, 
contended that tariffs and not arma- 
ments were the. cause of war.

BRANCH BANK BILL 
PASSED BY SENATE 


Measure to Put National on Par 
With State Depositories Goes 
Through Without Roll-Call. 


HULL AMENDMENTS. KILLED 


House Provisions Restricting Na- 
tional. Bank Branch \ Expansion in 
Some. States Defeated, 60 to 17.

“WASHINGTON, May 13.—The Mc- 
Fadden Branch Banking bill, designed 
to revise the banking laws with a 
view to placing national banks on a 
competitive basis with State banks, 
was passed by the Senate this after- 
noon without a roll-call, and precisely 
in the form reported by the Banking 
and Currency Committee. 

This measure was passed’ by the 
House some time ago. The Senate 
committee struck 6ut of the House 
measure the Hull amendments, which 
would stop.the establishment of 
branch banks by national banks or 
State banks in the. Federal Reserve 
system in Stafes whose laws do not 
por ‘branch , banking by State 


By a vote of 60 to 17 the Senate sup- 
ported its committee in rejecting the 

ull amendments. The seventeen men 
who voted negatively represent prin- 
cipally States which do not now per- 
mit branch. banking, and where the 
smaller. banks favor the Hull amend- 
ments to make it a certainty that 
larger national banks may not in fu- 
sare obtain the branch banking privi- 
lege. 

Hull Amendment Supporters. 


Under his amendments Mr. Hull 
would have excluded States without 
laws to permit branch banks by State 
banks even though such laws should 
be enacted in the future. The oppo- 
nents of eliminating the Hull amend- 
ments were Senators Cameron, Cum- 
mins, Derfeen, Frazier, Gooding, Har- 
reld, Norbeck, McNary, Norris, Nye, 
Pine, Stanfield and Williams, Repub- 
licans; Kendrick, Walsh and Wheeler, 
Democrats, and Shipstead, .Farmer- 
Labor. An amendment by Senator 
Williams which would have had the 
effect of restoring the Hull amend- 
ments failed by a viva voce vote. 

The bill. as passed would authorize 
national banks in States where State 
laws permit branches to establish 
branches within city ‘limits, and by 
amendments to the Federal Reserve

The bill would, in addition, 
amend the interlocking directorate 
sections of the Clayton Anti-Trust law 
so as to give the Federal Reserve 
Board greater discretion in permitting 
individuals to serve as directors of 
two banks. The House will probally 
object to this provision.

OPERATIVE TOMORROW 


Paris Regards Group as Reich’s 
Most Important—Loan Is Sought 
in New York.

PARIS, May 13.—The United Steel 
Works of Germany, which will begin 
operating on Saturday, is seen here as 
the’ most important industrial group of 
Germany, uniting, as it does, the Thys- 
sen, Phoenix, Rheinstal and Deutsch 
Luxemburg steel works. tI is learned 
that negotiations are a conducted 
with Dillon, Read & Co. of New York 
for one or.a series of loans and that 
the capital organization will be 800,- 
000,000 marks. 

The trust: will control sixty-five fur- 
naces and can produce annually 3,700;- 
000 tons of steel, 2,500,000 tons.of pig 
iron, 8,000,000 tons of coke and 30,000,-

Snow Mountains re- 
ported that the flight had been com- 
pleted successfully and had revealed 
sevecal important discoveries of geo- 
gra ee conditions in the interior. 

e message reported that the plane 
flew from the Membera@mo River to the 
camp established where the steamer 
Albatross ‘is anchored and .inland as 
far as the junction of the Rouffaer and 
Van Daalen Rivers, returning to the 
Albatross Camp. The flight lasted al- 
most.an hour.and a half. 

Professor Stirling reported that an 
excellent reconnoissance of the terri- 
tory, which has never been explored 
adequately, was made. Many native 
houses ere seen in clearings near 
tributary rivers of the Memberamo. 
Two small mountain Janes were. dis- 
covered in the Van Rees Mountains, 
not far from the Memberamo, River. 
He reported that flying conditions had 
been ideal and that the members of 
the expedition were enthusiastic.

OTHER MEASURES ARE AIRED 


Governor Approves Plan to Prevent 
Brooklyn ‘Grade Elimination 
Except by Local Sanction.

ALBANY, May 13.—With his labors 


day bills rapidly drawing to a close, 
Governor ‘Smith today held public 
hearings on five measures, including a 
bill introduced by Senator Russell of: 
Kings, which’ would prohibit the 
Transit Commission from sanctioning 
any, proposal for the. elimination of 
grade crossings on Atlantic Avenue in 
Brooklyn through the use of an ele- 
vated structure without the consent of 
the local authorities. Later -he ap- 
proved this bill. 

Other measures included one intro- 
duced by Assemblyman Sargent of 
Syracuse, which opponents insisted 
would permit bus companies to ac- 
quire control of street railway cor- 
porations by purchase of a majority 
of its stock with the consent of the 
Public, Service Commission. Under 
the present law the holdings of one 
railroad company in the stock of an- 
other is limited to 10 per cent. of the 
issue. The Governor, however, did not 
agree with this construction of what 
the bill was designed to accomplish. 

A hearing also was held.on two tene- 
ment house bills affecting’ New York 
City, one of which would permit the 
erection of apartment houses on the 
margin of parks and other. public 
places, as well as. along Riverside 
Drive and on the East. River front at 
a much greater height than the present 


zoning law permits. 
The Governor did not indicate what 


measures. 
Sees Rall and Bus — 


“This bill would permit the Interna- 
tional Railway Company and the bus 
lines it has organized to merge,” As- 
sistant Corporation Counsel Gregory. 
V. Harmon of Buffalo said in oppos- 
ing the Sargent bill. “It has been 
pushed vigorously by its promoters, 
who have never come out into the 
open, and the opposition has not even 
been permitted to voice its views on 
the measure at a ppblic hearing while 
it was pendinf before the Legislature. 

“If they are left free to merge their 
finances it will be impossible to arrive 
at an honest basis for the fixing of 
rates and that, I believe, is one of thé 
objects sought to be accomplished. I 
have no doubt this legislation was in- 
tended to pave ‘the way for an ap- 
plication for increased rates.” 

Governor Smith said he disagreed en- 
tirely with the representative of Buf- 
falo. He said as he read the bill its 
only purpose would be to enable the 
State to get some hold over bus com- 
panies attempting to gef control of 
street railroad companies. John J. 
Doyle, representing the Buffalo Labor 
Council,“ also opposed the bill, declar- 
ing that the organization by unan-; 
imous vote had come out against the, 
measure. 

Would-—Waterproof Tenements. 

Of the tenement house measures af- 
fecting New York City one provided 
for damp and waterproofing of tene- 
ment structures in their basements 
and lower floor. The bill originated 
with the Building Trades Council. 
The Governor said he could not see 
how it made any difference in the ex- 
isting law. During the discyssions it 
was shown that the Tenement House 
Department has insisted on water and 
damp proofing only where conditions 
have shown that such “processes were 
necessary for the protection of the 
dwellers. Governor Smith, however, 
deciares that under the law as it ex- 
ists no discretion is left with the de- 
partment in such matters. Tenement 
House- Commissioner Martin of New 
York City, former Tenement House 
Commissioner John J. Murphy. and 
some builders opposed the bill. 

The Central Park Association, the 
Parks and Playgrounds Association, 
the Fifth Avenue Association, the 
Broadway -Association and the Wash- 
ington: Square Association had spokes- 
men before the Governor to ask him 
to disapprove a bill introduced by 
Senator Duncan T., O’Brien of New 
York, which provides that for the pur- 
pose of regulating the heights of -build- 
| ings along Ba street bordering on “a 
navigable y of water, 3B nome piace, 
public park or any ground devoted to 
park purposes, and which shall have 
been so devoted continuously for a 
period of fifty years, such width is the 
mean of such street plus the width 
measured at right angles to the street 
line of such water, public place, -pub- 
lic park or grounds,” but that in no 
event shall the width of the street be 
regarded as having. been increased 
through that process of ealculation by 
more than 100 feet. 


Urge Check on Hotels. 


The height of buildings under the 
law is regulated>on the basis of the 
relation between their height and the 
width of the street upon which they 
have been erected and it was _urged

Permits Valid in All Countries Ad- 
vocated by Geneva Conference. 
GENEVA, May 13 (4).—The recom- 

mendation that Governments issue 

passports valid in all countries, or. for 
groups which include as many coun- 
tries as possible, was adopted today by 
the International Passport Conference. 

This, conference also registered the 

view that the fees charged for the 

issuance of passports should be fixed 
in such a manner as to bring to the 

States a revenue not exceeding the ex- 

penditure involved in the — — 

of the documents. 

» Another recommendation was that 

passports should be valid for at least 

two years, and, if possible, extended to 
five years. 

‘The conference voted . unanfmously 
against a proposal that identity papers 
be issued to all emigrants on their de- 
parture from their native land. The 
conference. held that identification 
cards would subject emigrants to hu- 
Miliation and, in addition, are unneces- 
sary, since it has been virtually de- 
cided that the regular passport system 
must be-continued. The Canadian del- 
egates led the opposition against the 
identity papers. 

Thirty-eight Governments are repre- 
serited at the conference a& well as 
various international organizations, 
such as the International Chamber of 
Commerce and the International Ship- 
ping Conference. The United States 
is not represented.

ALBANY, May 13.—Governor Smith, 
today declined to comment on thie

Mr. Corning, when ques- 
tioned taday, said that the view re- 
flected only his own belief and that 
he was not speaking with any author- 
ity from the Governor. 

The Governor persisted in the policy 
he has pursued up to-the present of 
refusing to be drawn into making any 
comment with regards to’1928. Neither 
would he say anything regarding the 
pending proposals for the abrogation 
‘of the unit rule and, the two-thirds 


rule in future Demgcratic National 
Conventions. 

His entire attitude, as well as the 
policy he continues to pursue, were 
determined long ago and the Governor 
adheres firmly to both. There is no 
indication of any intention on his part 
to become an active contender for the 
Presidential nomination in 
Friends of the Governor declared that 
he would not lift a finger to gain any 
advantage, probably because he real- 
izes that if it is to come to him at all, 
it must be a case of the nomination 
seeking the man. 


Allows Efforts of Friends. 


He has made no commitments of any 


kind, but, on the other hand, has done 
nothing to interfere with the efforts 
that are being made on his behalf 
throughout the country by Democrats 
who regard him as the man not only 
with the strongest claim on the nom- 
ination .but' the best prospect of win- 
ning if nominated. 

Up-State Democrats, it was learned 
today on good authority, far from of- 
fering any objection, will welcome ac- 
tion by Tammany Hall to carry out its

SHATTERS TENEMENT 


Victims Taben- Frou. Debris ‘in 


Héll’s Kitchen——Explosive - | 


Placed in Hallway. 


The explosion of a bomb in the first- 
floor hallway of a five-story tenement 
at 355 West Thirty-seventh Street early 
yesterday morning wrecked several 
apartments on that floor, injured nine 
tenants and routed scores of others 
from their beds. Detectives were un- 
able to learn anything about theplant- 
ing of the bomb in the hallway. : 

The injured persons, all of whom 
were treated by an ambulance sur- 
geon from New York Hospital for 
shock and cuts, were John Munoz, his. 
wife, Rose, and their children, John, 
11 years old, Vincent, 9, and Antonio, 
7, who lived on the first floor; John 
Peal, who lived in an apartment across 
the hall; Christina -de Santis, who 
lived on the ground floor rear, and 
‘Nicholas Theofolis and his wife, Helen; 
who also lived at the rear. 

The detonation awoke the ‘entire 
neighborhood, which is known as Hell’s 
Kitchen, and caused considerable ex- 
citement. Police reserves were called 
out and the Police Emergency Squad 
‘was summoned from the West Thirti- 
eth Street Station. 

The injured persons were taken from 
the débris by policemen, .while 
crowds gathered in the street to wa’ 
Tenants on the upper floors became 
frightened when a small fire that fol- 
lowed the explosion sent smoke filter- 
ing up through the building, and prac- 
tically all fled to the street.

From Boston- With Gift of 
“Copp’s Hil?’ Homespun.

BOSTON, Mass., ‘May 13.—Fourteen 
Italian women of the North End, mem- 
bers of the Mothers’ Club of the. North 
Bennet Street Industrial School, will 
be received by Mrs. Coolidge at the 
White House on ,Monday afternoon 
and will present her with a dress of 
Copp’s Hill homespun. - 

The dress is of white wool, soft ard 
light in texture, woven with stripes 
of black as a border for the skirt and 
narrower stripes for the collar and 
cuffs. It is designed to be made up 
for sports wear, and the pattern is 
judged to be of the type most becom- 
ing to the President’s wife. ‘The fab- 
ric is named fof the historic hill which 
is bounded by Hull Street, Salem 
Street and Charter Street, where the 
women live, 

The two women who actually made 
the: dress will be unable to go. Mrs. 
Louisa Guarino, who wove the dress 
and the scarf to match it, has learned 
to speak English since she began go- 


ing to the North Bennet Street School 


and has.cast her first vote, for a Re- 
publican, whe won, but her weaving 
is her only means of support. She has 
to care for her husband, who-is: un- 
able to work because of heart trouble, 
and three children. She refuses proud- 
ly to accept mothers” aid, and a trip 
to Washington is out of the question 
for her. 

Mrs. Maria Demassi, who spun the 
yarn, is one of the very few women 
who now Know how to spin by hand 
with 1 distaff. She learned to spin 
in Italy when she was 8 years old. 
She is now an old lady and, lives with 
her grandchildren. The spinning she 
doas for the school makes her less de- 
pendent on her family, but it leaves 
no margin for a long trip. 

Few of the party have been out of 
Boston since their arrival here and 
some have never left the North End.

Francqui refused to accept the task of 
forming: a: Cabinet, but said ‘he would 
accept the job of Finance Minister, as 
he had already promised M. Brunet, 

M. Francqui’s condition was that the 
Cabinet should be composed of rep- 
resentatives of the Conservative, Lib- 
eral and Socialist Parties, and thus 
have the confidence of the. entire 
country. 

As today’s press comment was very 
favorable to M. Brunet, ‘there is some 
likelihood that he will again attempt 
to bring the country out of the politi- 
cal blind alley created by the general 
elections and out of the financial tan- 
gle created by the endeavors to stabi- 
lize the franc with the aid of English 
and American bankers.

“For that reason we believe that 
this.work we are doing is an insurance 
against war. We believe that the 
United States, the greatest industrial 
country in the world today, is safe 
from attack while it maintains its in- 
dustrial supremacy. ” 

“Tf our country. should engage in a 
war in the near future there are men 
in this room whose organizations would 
be called upon to assist us in the pro- 
duction of enormous quahtities of -tha- 
terial. We ask your interest. in the 
work we are doing: -We want sets 
which can go in the bag of a ck 
mule, or which can stand the -jolti 
of an army wagon; that can — 
in rain and sleet.

Remarkable as the English strike 
has been. for the absence of violent 
acts, it is even more remarkable. for 
the absence of violent words. It is 
as if there. had been a conspiracy of 
ailence..in the face of conditions too 
threatening to be called by their plain 
name. ; é : 

Not until the general strike was in 
force was it openly declared a viola- 
tion of the principles of the Constitu- 
tion and in fact illegal. Even then 
Sir JoHN Srmon spoke softly, persua- 
sively, as a Liberal to Liberals. Lit- 
tie or nothing has been said of the 
still more portentous fact that, among 
@ people who historically have had 
the intelligence and the moderation to 
@ivide politically along lines of na- 
tional. principle, the strike arrayed 
poor against ,well-to-do. The great 
Organization for the Maintenance of 
Supplies, which. was the chief engine 
for breaking the strike, has scarcely 

\ been mentioned by name. Some weeks 
ago, it. is true, a labor leader de- 

pounced it as fomenting class warfare. 
Coming from the. folk who have or- 
ganized wage earners into a_ solid 

* fighting force and’ carried the strife 
into Parliament, the charge was pre- 
posterous enough; but it was met 
with. a silence which one can only 
guess to have been sardonic. he 
first vocal evidence of the deep 
thought with which England has 
faced the class struggle is in the ap- 
peal which King Gores issued in the 

, hour of victory to ‘‘all my people,” 
urging them to achieve ‘‘a peace 
“which will be lasting Because, for- 
™ getting the past, it looks only to the 
“future. with the hopefulness of a 
* united people.” ° 

Hope does not thus easily triumph 
ever experience. On the.part of labor 
the class struggle is the growth of a 
eentury. Organized resistance against 
% dates only from the war, but is 
ebdviously still in its infancy. The 
course of its development is signifi- 
eant, and affords much solider ‘ground 
for hope than the amiable appeal from 
Buckingham Palace. During the trans- 
portation strike of 1919, and again in 

~ 1021, when the Triple Alliance threat- 
ened a genera! strike, the Middle Class 
Union emerged and proved a powerful 
factor in defeating the one and in fac- 
ing down the other. The namé, how- 
ever, was early recognized as unfortu- 
mate. In point of fact, many of its 
original members were of the aristoc- 
racy; it was hospitable also to sich 
wage earners as stood apart from the 
unions. Especially it was seen to be 
wise to emphasize the national as op- 
posed te the class ideal. But the move- 
ment grew steadily and was taken over 

by the Government as the 0. M. 8B. 
Quite without fuss or fanfare it issued

THE POLISH CRISIS. 

Poland presents the anomalous pic- 
ture of a revolutionary movement say 
headed* by the man who more than 
any of his countrymen has contrib- 
uted to the restoration of Polish in- 
dependence and unity and acted as 
chief of state during the trying years 
after the war. Long before the war 
Marshal PitsupskKr was drilling his 
men in secret on Austrian soil. With 
the outbreak of hostilities he took 
the field against Russia. His Polish 
Legion numbered 18,000 men when 
German hostility drove him into re- 
tifement. After the German collapse 
he ‘became head of the ‘Government 
at Warsaw. He was commander of 
the army that drove back the Bol- 


gates of the capital, In that record, 
as well as in the fact that the present 
uprising is ‘purely military, there 
would seem to be sufficient guaran- 
teés. against political overturn devel- 
oping into a social upheaval. 

Basic conditions in Poland are such 
as have upset parliamentary govern- 
ment elsewhere in Europe or raised 
the rumor of dictatorships. The eco- 
nomic situation is bad. Finances are 
in disorder. \The excesses of the 
group system have manifested them- 
selves in Parliament, with its nu- 
merous factions, animated in part, By 
the personal ambitions of. the leaders. 
If the economic and financial situation 
is to be red, drastic measures are 
essential. The nation must he com- 
pelled to pay higher taxes, super- 
hnumerary public employes must be re- 
moved, efficiency must be established 
in the Government bureaus. This is 
the familiar situation which stimulates 
the demand for the strong man. It 
is too early to say whether Prusup- 
SKI’s coup was intended to anticipate 
a similar stroke, from the Right par- 
ties. Though the Marshal has. trav- 
eled a long way from his original af- 
filiations as a Socialist, he still-enjoys 
the support of the liberal elements. 
Under ordinary circumstances the Lib- 
erals would hesitate to play with the 
idea of dictatorship, in view of what 
has happened to Liberals under such 
a régime in other countries. But, as- 
suming there was fear of ~ dictator- 
ship from the Right, it is not difficult 
to see how even Socialists would pre- 
fer to take a chance with a4 man-sym- 
pathetic to the Left.

THE FLYING MAIL SERVICE. 

***The time is at hand,’’ Postmaster 
|General New said recently, ‘‘ when 
‘*the Government can step out of 
the air mail business and let private 
‘interests gradually take over the 
** service.” He admitted that the 
handling of mail alone would not pay. 
High-class express, and eventually 
passengers, would have to be carried. 
Such a service would require powerful 
planes driven by two or more engines. 
The Pestoffice Department is open 
ing new routes in the West as feeders 
to main lines like the transcontinental 
and the New York and Chicago. It 
must continue to do pioneer work to 
demonstrate that private operation 
would be profitable. 

Capital is now“investing in — 
dent” services. On Wednesday the 
National Air Transport, Inc., put 
“mail trucks ’’ on the Chicago-Dallas 
route, and cut the time to twelve 
hours. The schedule teok two planes 
through Moline, St. Joseph, Kansas 
City, Wichita, Oklahoma City and 
Fort “Worth. The machines weighed 
3,500 pounds and were equipped with 
400-horsepower Liberty engines. They 
flew at a speed of 100 miles an hour. 
Connections .will be made with the 
East and West: night air mail at Chi- 
cago. Letters mailed at New York 
will be delivered in Dallas the next 
day. On June 7 a contract service 
will be started between Chicago and 
Minneapolis. cA letter posted in New 
York at 8 P. M. will reach St. Paul 
and Minneapolis before noon the fol- 
lowing day. 

One hundred miles an hour seems 
to be a high rate of speed for the 
carriage of mail matter’ between Chi- 
cago and Dallas. But on March 18}. 
mail pilots covered the distance be- 
tween Chicago and New York, 726 
miles, in four hours and _ thirty-five 
minutes, or at the rate of 158.04 miles 
an hour. A speed of 150 miles on all 
routes can be made when planes of 
the latest models are used. Every 
month new routes are opened. The 
country is so big that when an air 
service is started between Miami, Fort 
Myers, Tampa and’ Jacksonville, . or 
soméwhere in the Southwest, it does 
not get into other than the local 
news. Early in April Eiko, Nev.; 
Boise, Idaho, and Pasco, Wash., were 
linked by a mail service. Whenever 
a new one ig put on, connection is 
made-.with a main line. The Hast is 
not always in the van of progress; 
Boston will be connected with New 
York on July 1 by a postal and ex- 
press service, to be operated by the 
Colonial Air Transport. Coming this 
way the filers, leaving Boston at 6 
P. M., will arrive at Hasbrouck 
Heights, N. J., at 8:15. The‘planes 
for Boston will start from the New 
Jersey field at 6:30 P. M. The in- 
tention is to give Boston the benefit 
of the New York-Chicago service, 
just as St. Louis already enjoys it 
by a branch line through Peoria “and 
Springfield, Ti.

INCREASE OF DRUNKENNESS 


An Analysis and interpretation: ‘of | 
the: Statistics. . 
be the Rater bp 7e6'tew York Times: 

In the brief for’a modification of the 
Volstead act printed in your. issue of 
May 10 are’ some statistics which will 
reward analysis. They. present the 
arrests for drunkenness in thirty-two 
representative cities fn each of the 
last six years. These statistics “are 
said to have been ‘‘reported by the Po- 
lice Departments of practicallyvall the 
larger cities of the United States and 
many smaller .ones.”” No reason is 
given for including some cities and ex> 
cluding others. We may surmise that 
figures arg given for all ‘which fur- 
nished the information, but an op-

five years arrests for drunkenness 
nearly trebled. 

Inspection of thé table’ indicates, 
however, that the figures for the dif- 
ferent cities cannot be comparable. For 
example, arrests reported for drunken- 
ness in Boston are several times as 
numerous as in New York, Much the 
largest figures are for Chicago, where 
arrests for drunkenness cannot be sep- 
jarated from those for disorderly con- 
duct. The brief states, however, phat 
,all but 10 per cent. of these cases are 
for plain drunkenness. In trying ‘to 
determine the general trend of arrests 
for drunkenness through the country 
since 1920 it seems unsafe to add if- 
comparable figures ranging in 1925 
from more than 92,000 for Chicago 
down to less tan 2,300 for. Cincinnati. 
Although figures for different cities 
are not comparable, those for the 
same city in different years 
are.

Little Change in Stocks, Ster- 
ling and Franc Quiet, Italian 
Lira Weak. - 


Attention was divided yesterday, on 
the New York Stock Exchange, be- 
tween the aftermath & the British 
general strike and the violent commo- 
tion, highly . typical ‘of the character 
of the present market, which arose in 
the trading: in a single motor stock. 
Not much importance was attached to 
the defiant attitude of the British 
Miners’ union leader, or to the slow- 
ness with which the workers who. had 
gone on strike in other industries were 
returning. It was correctly recognized 
as the essential fact that the larger 
labor federation had formally aban- 
doned ‘the attempt at a ‘sympathetic 


‘strike,’ and had thereby settled the 


larger issue on which the industrial 
struggle had converged. No strike has 
ever been continued long after its 
leaders have surrendered. That the 
coal-trade unions are refusing to sur- 
render alters in no respect the position 
as it existed on Wednesday; the Gov-~- 
ernment had not demanded relin- 
quishment of the miners’ contention, 
and had plainly contemplated resump- 
tion of negotiations when the general 
strike had been called off. 

The London market moved only apa- 
thetically and so, apparently, the New 
York, market as.a whole would have 
done, but for the converging of an ex- 
cessively violent attack by professional 
speculators on a single motor-car stock 
which, until the recent increase of its 
paper capitalization by 900 per cent., 
had been too closely held to admit of 
effective speculation for the fall. Yes- 
terday’s operations in Nash Motors 
were of the kind that Wall Street calls 
“spectacular,” but which are purely a 
matter of large-scale speculative ma- 
noeuvre. _ It was not a particularly 
creditable incident, especially when it 
resulted in the monopolizing, by. this 
single stock, of. more than 20 per cent. 
of the day’s entire transactiors on the 
Stock Exchange, and it had no signifi- 
cance whatever, either as to the gen- 
eral condition of the market or as to

Eliminating the 19¢,000 shares that 
changed hands in this one stock, only 
717,000 shares in all were sold on the 
Stock Exchange; the movement of 
prices was conflicting and, on the 
whole, meaningless. 

Neither sterling nor the franc moved 
very. positively; the incident‘on. the 
day’s foreign exchange market was 
the decline of the Italian lira; which, 
after holding throughout the year to 


date within a narrow margin of €/ 


cents, broke suddenly yesterday to 
3.67%. That price has not been reached 
since last Summer, when the great 
weakness of Italian exchange led to 
the establishment, in June, of a $50,- 
000,000 New York credit for. one year, 
with the purpose of protecting the ex- 
change rate whenever needed. Italy 
was hard hit by the results of the 
European harvest shortage of 1924 and 
the resultant largely increased sur- 
plus of imports. It has balanced its 
budget, but even now its foreign trade 
is as badly out of balance as a year 
ago. ; 
Our foreign trade in April, as re- 
ported by the Department of Com- 
merce yesterday, resulted in another 
surplus of, merchandise imports over 
exports. The $10,000,000 excess for 
last month, following three other suc- 
cessive months with a similar balance, 
brings the excess of imports during 
the four completed months of 1926 to 
$133,417,000, which compares with an 
export surplus of $257,937,000 in the 
same months of 1925. This is the kind 
of reversal which, im pre-war days, 
would have driven exchange rates 
against us and started a large outflow 
of gold. : 
It"has not yet had that result; for, 
although last month’s gold exports are 
shown to have exceeded imports by 
$4,758,000, the outgo was much smaller 
than in April of 1925 and the four 
months combined have yielded a large 
surplus of gold: imports. Nevertheless, 
the change from a merchandise credit 
of $258,000,000 in the four months a 
year ago to a $133,000,000 credit this 
year is very considerable and will un- 
doubtedly have its effect on the move- 
ment of gold later on. If our market 
were to take up new European loans, 
we should probably send gold to Lon- 
don, thereby helping out the Bank of 
Engiand’s reserve against the cur- 
rency.

A TERRIFIC ATTACK(' 


Exciting Scene on Exchange as 
Bears Fail in Coup to 
Break the Price. 


194,000. SHARES TRADED IN 


Brokers for Company Peg Stock at 
62 and Defeat Plan to Un- 
settle Motor Group. 


A savage attack on the shares of 
Nash Motors Company\ designed not 
only to depress these shares below 
their present market price, but ‘to un- 
dermine the price structure of thé 
entire group of motor issues on the 
New York Stock Exchange, was frus- 
trated yesterday morning when bank- 
ers for the company and its affiliated 
brokers threw the entire weight of 
their resources into the market for the 
protection of the stock. They took 
every share of stock offered by the 
bears at the ‘‘pegged” price of $52 per 
share, despite the fact that thousands 
of shares were literally thrown at 
them. Unable to complete thejr coup, 
which contained the element of sur- 
prise, coupled with ample backing and 
daring, the bears beat a hasty and 
costly retreat. 

The identity of the professional 
speculators who tried to break the 
market was not disclosed, other than 
that some of them are members of the 
so-called ‘Waldorf’ crowd.” Clark, 
Dodge & Co., were the principal buy- 
ers, taking all of the stock offered and 
‘were supported by Lee, Higginson & 
Co., bankers for the company. The 
shares closed the day at $54, up 1% 
points, due mainly to the anxiety of 
the bears to extricate themselves from 
their uncomfortable position. ° 

A. total of 194,400 Nash shares 
changed hands, which based upon an 
average price of about $54 a share, rep- 
resented an investment of more than 
$10,000,000. Nash sales constituted 
one-fifth of the entire business tran- 
sacted on the Exchang ——— and 
a turnover of 7 per cent. of the total 
‘capital stock of the company. 

The market yesterday opened dull, a 
condition prevailing since the begin- 
ning of the general strike in Great 
Britain. ‘During the first ten minutes 
of trading about 1,000 shares of Nash 
stock were offered for sale and the 
price dropped from the opening of 
52% to Then things began to 
happen. 

Floor Traders Get Busy. 

According to witnesses, it appeared 
that every trader on the floor imme- 
diately rushed for the Nash post to 
take part in the sensational trading in 
the stock. 

Pandemonium prevailed around the 
post and in the excitement different 
prices were quoted in various ‘sections 
of the crowd. Traders unable to reach 
the specialist, and eager to either sell 
or buy, traded among themselves on 


‘| the outside of the crowd at prices be- 


low those quoted by the specialists. 
These transactions, however, never ap- 
peared on the tape and were later can- 
celed, as it is against the rules of the 
xchange to trade in stocks below the 
be~t price quoted by the specialist. 

According to statements in respon- 
sible quarters yesterday, a group of 
professionals, including the so-called 
“Waldorf crowd’’ have been selling the 
stock for short account for a number 
of weeks. On several occasions they 
forced the price down to $52 a share, 
but did not go below that figure be- 
cause of. inside support. Yesterday 
word was sent around ‘the Street before 
the opening of business that a con- 
certed drive was to be launched to 
break Nash Motors below $52, which, 
it was believed would touch off a 
large number of stop orders. Once 
the stop orders were reached, the -pro- 
fessionals looked for a precipitate de- 
cline of at least five points on which 
they planned to cover short stock. 

The insiders were expecting the at- 
tack because of the technical position 
of the stock in the loan crowd, .which 
indicated that a large short interest 
was outstanding. The stock had been 
loaning flat for some. time. 


Firewotks Last Half Hour. 


The fireworks in Nash Motors lasted 
about half an hour. When Nash 
dropped to 52% the specialists received 
orders to sell 10,000 shares,at $52. Of- 
fering of several other blocks of 10,000 
shares each followed, all of which was 
taken at $52 a share. Then blocks of 
5,000 shares appeared on the tape, all 
at the same price. In all 55,600 shares 
were taken at the one price, $52. 

When the ticker printed ‘30,000 Nash 
at $52,"" reports were circulated about 
the fipancial district that William B. 
Nash, who is not. related to the head 
of the Nash Motors Company; but atts 
as specialist in the stock, had jumped 
to the seat at the post and shouted 
that he would take the entire capital-i 
ization ‘of Nash-Motors at $52 a share. 
Although Mr. 
reached ft his office after the market 
closed, Bis associates’ denied he made 
such an announcement. After the 30,- 
000-share transaction the professional 
traders stopped selling. The. support 


had been too strong for them., Then } 


the covering movement began, and the 
buying was so hasty that the’ stock 
sold up to 55% around 11:15 A. M. 
The'record of a sale of 30,000 shares 
of Nash which appeared on the tape 
at 52 at 10:45 A. M., while it caused 
the hasty retreat of “the shorts, later 
proved 'to be erroneous, At 2:25 P. M.

Final Results of the First Quarter. 
An interesting study o6f the compos- 
ite corporate earnings during the first 
quarter has been made by one of Wall 
Street’s statistical agencies, in which 
there is practically nothing on the 
the percentage of gain or loss in six- 
teen groups of representative corpora- 
tions is compared with the correspond- 
ing quarter of 1925.\:The conclusion is 
that “by any method of computation, 
business profits during the first quar- 
ter of the current year must be consid- 
ered as highly ‘satisfactory and as 
registering an important gain over last 
year.” The summaries were as fol- 
lows: Automobiles, 12 companies, in-

While foreign financing is likely to 
be held back for the present, owing 
to uncertainties in’ the international 
situation, bankers who take a long- 
range view expect important stabili- 
zation loans or credits some time this 
year.

where a number of the banki lead- 


ers -of the United States, land, 


France and other countries now are 


gathered. While the individual prob- 
lems of each country will be taken up 
—— when the time arrives, it is

Problems of Prosperity. 

An executive of a large investment 
house, discussing the steady lowering 
of yields on high grade bonds during 
the last year, declaréd yesterday that 
the ‘“‘problems of prosperity’’ were the 
only ones now facing this country. 
Taking the bond market as an illustra- 
tion, he said, the main difficulty of 
underwriting houses these days was to 
find enough new bond contracts to 
meet the investment demands of their 
customers. Surplus funds, he asserted, 
are piling up in an almost unprece- 
dented fashion. Most industries have 
reached the limit of plant expansion, 
at least for the next few years, so that 
a deoreasing volume of corporate bond 
offerings may be expected. The public 
utilities furnish the only marked ex- 
ception to this rule, and they are ex- 
pected ‘tc provide a considerable vol- 
ume of bonds for a few years. For- 
eign loans, which for a time helped 
take up the slack, have dwindled, and 
already funds from the. post-war loans 
are beginning to flow back -to this 
country in the form of interest and 
sinking fund retirements, furnishing 
new investment problems.

The American States Securities Cor- 
poration ‘will remain without a Presi- 
dent untũ its first annual meeting is 
held in Delaware on Jime 8, it was 
revealed yesterday. As far as could 
be learned, no plans have been made 
‘as to who will succeed Frank T. Huls- 
‘wit, whose resignation from the Presi- 
‘@ency of the corporation became known 
Wednesday. It was considéred possi- 
ble that brokerage houses such as 
Howe, Snow & Bertles, H. F. McCon- 


nell & Co. and Pynchon & Co., which 
have dealt in American States stock, 
might have holdings which would af- 
ford a basis for reorganizing the 
American States board, but apparently 
no definite steps in this direction have 
been taken. 

It was generally agreed in Wall 
Street yesterday that the report of 
‘Alfred A. Cook, special counsel, who 
examined the affairs of the American | 
States Securities. Corporation, dis- 
closed one of the most amazing series 
of events in the annals of the financial 
district. The figure of Mr, Hulswit, 
who in two months lost sums “estimated 
at $10,000,000 and was forced from the 
directorship of corporations which he 
had helped to build, stands out from 
these events as one of the most strik- 
ing characters who have appeared in 
Wall Street in recent years. — 

The American States Securities Cor- 
poration, which was formed last De- 
@ember, was the: last substantial inter- 
est left to Mr. Hulswit within a short 
period after the stock market crash of 
early March caused him tremendous 
losses in United Light and Power stock 
operations. Yet throughout negotia- 
tions of the last two months, on which 
the continued existence of the Ameri- 
ean States depended, he was said to 
have maintained an imperturbable de- 
meanor. After canceling American 
‘States stock with an offering value of 
$3,500,000 which he held, he is said to 
have offered a note to cover the def- 
icit of $43,000 that resulted from the 
company’s operations. 

It was pointed out that an unusual 
aspect of American States was its 
manner of raising subscriptions. Mr. 
Hulswit raised a total of $6,989,000 for 
the company -by selling its stock 
through warrants issued to United 
Light and Power Company stockhold- 
ers. This was in effect using the 
United Light stockholder list as a sell- 
ing list for stock in an absolutely in- 
dependent company. Such’ was Mr. 
Hulswit’s prestige in the public utility 
field as President of United Light that 
it is estimated from 3,000 to 5,000 per- 
gons subséribed to the stock. 

‘ Jt is generally conceded that had the 
idbull market continued some time 
longer American States might have 
ved a.remarkable success, and in 
act its theoretical profits at one time 
totaled $960,070.. Apparently, however, 
its status was seriously affected by 
the collapse of ,United Light stock, 
which took placé late in February. It 
emerged from the crash with a ‘‘loss 
with respect to investments” of $4,169,- 
000. Since that time a protracted 
series of negotiations, which at times 
threatened to end abruptly, centered 
about a contract for the purchase by 
American States of United Light stock 
‘at a high price 

A block of 30,000 shares in American 
®Buperpower Corporation formerly 
owned by Mr. Hulswit remains in the 
American States treasury, which 
throws light on Mr. Hulswit’s resigna- 
tion from the board of American 
Buperpower, which he helped to found. 

Besides the 690,000 American States 
shares -which Mr. Hulswit canceled, 
there were 51,495 shares canceled by 
interests whose identity is not dis- 
closed in Mr. Cook’s report. It is un- 
derstood that these interests took this 
action largely as a result of friendship 
for Mr. Hulswit.

The general counsel of the association, 
Thomas B. Payton, attended these ses- 
sions, helping to draft the résolutions, 
and later attended the Congressional 
hearings on the McFadden bill. The 
resolutions covering the association’s 
stand on the McFadden bill and related 
subjects were submitted to the Con- 
gressional committee and made a part 
of its record. 

As the association represents most of 
the banking fraternity of the country, 
to which financial legislation is a vital 
matter, members said that every effort 
had been made present a strong 
showing of their case in Congress.

MAY BE OFFERED HERE 


Issues Will Be Limited to Those 


Which Cannot Be Financed © 
at Home, Banker Says. 


Foleign borrowings of the German 
nation will in the immediate future 
be limited to ‘‘only the absolutely es- 
sential undertakings that cannot be 
financed at home,” according to Harry 
M. Addinsel], of Harris, Forbes & Co., 
who returned recently from Germany, 
and who: spoke tothe Bond Club of 
Philadelpha yesterday. 

“This will . result,’ Mr.. Addinsell 
said, ‘in a diminished supply of new 
German issues for the market in the 
United States, due to the fact that 
even now German bonds are being re- 
purchased by German people in this 
country.- As our investing, public be- 
comes m educatéd to the merits of 
German nds such as have- been 
floated heré, more investors will be 
attracted. This, in combination with 
the curtailed supply of new issues, 
should operate to lower the. interest 
yield and increase the price of Ger- 
man bonds in our markets.” 

Most German issues, Mr. Addinsell 
continued, and more especially those 
in the municipal and public utility 
fields, which have been floated.in this 
country, are better, from the stand- 
‘point of edrnings and physical prop- 
erty, than most of the domestic fssues 
of the same classification. The proposi- 
tion of 50 per cent. more incomé than 
is obtainable from like investments in 
the United-States should result in more 
widespread buying of German securi- 
ties, he declared.
